Two scientists report that -a 
vitamin obtained fromthe 
peel of oranges and = grape- 
fruit. =o may offer much preater 
protection against an atomic 
bomb's radiation than steel and, 
conerete shelters: 


Pr Boris Sokoloff, director, 
and Dr Walter H. Eddy, as- 
sociate director, of the Southern 
Bio-Research Laboratory at 
Florida Southern College, ques- ! 
tfoned whether millions of 
dollars should be spent for 
praposed atomic bomb shelters. 


Drs Sokoloff and Eddy have 
been experimenting with 
vitamin P as a protection against 
atomic radiation. whieh caused 
inainy deaths following the | 
atomic blast at Hiroshima and | 
Nagasaki during World War 11, 
Vitamin P is a substance ob- 
tained from citrus fruit and 
belongs to a stroup of Mavonoids. 


“The scienti said lnboratory 
study showed that rats piven 
vitamin P and then exposed to 
radiation had oa substantially 
lower mortality rate than ts 
not given the citrus vigamin 
before exposure. They pointed 
out {hat radiation damages the 
smsH blesd vessels severely. 


"Unless specially constructed 
to prevent othe penctration of 
ionising radiation, shelters will ; 
hardly give protection against 
radiation injury,” Dr Sokoloff 
said. “Since the great majority 
of casualties from ‘an atomic 
explosion ure caused by radia- 
tion, one might question the 
security of ‘shelters in. atomie 
abtiels.”? 


Dr Sokoloff was formerly 
associated with the Pasteur 
Institete in Paris amd is known 
research work on cancer |

METEOROLOGIST 


A meteorologist said that 


-New York, May 13. 
sunspot activity indicates 


the werld will have generally cooler summers and colder 


over | winters during the next 15 years. ; 
The scientist, Dr-W. C. Willett of th 


e Massachusetts 


Institute of Technology, based his forecast on a study of 
sunspot cycles going back to 1760. 


He also believes there will be 
more rainfall. Particularly, he 
reports, there probably will be 
no new dust-bow!] disaster in the 
western States of the United 
States before 1970 or 1980, or 
possivly not until the year 2000 
or 2020. 


Dr Willett, reporting in the 
Journal of Meteorology, official 
publication of the American 
Mcteorolasical Society, disclosed 
that the next peak of sunspot 
activity will be delayed until at 
least 1962, possibly longer. 

“This forecast,” he said, “is 
based on ‘the fact that the 1947 
maximum is maintaining a more 
prolonged, and higher level of 
activily than the corresponding 
maximuin in 1870 or even that 
in 1787, to which it bears the 
closest tasemblance." i 

The sunspots, which block out 
large scetions of the sun's sur- 
face-at times, scem-to go in 11- 
year cycles. At present, the 
number of sycts appearing un 
the sun is supposed to be de- 
clining. 

___ Dr Willett reported that official 

records of sunspot activity “de> 
finitely link their activity with 
weather conditlens in all parts of 
the world.
